About Spiders. 


The Rev. Henry C. McCook, of Phila- 


delphia, who is an interested observer of 
spiders, says, as reported in the Phila- 
delphia Prcxs: 


••The.destruction of insects by spidera 


is enormous. 1 have counted 250 insects, 
small and great, hanging entangled in 
one orb-web. 
In one net in Fail-mount 


Park I counted thirty-eight mosquitoes; 
in another, hung undei1 a bridge at As- 
bury Park, aad.out of reach, there must 
have been two or three timas as many. 
Greon-head Hies by the legion have been 
seen in the webs that fairly enlace the 
boat-houses at Atlantic City and Cape 
May. 
The very small spiders prey upon 


microscopic insects like gnats, and de- 
vour myriads. 
A glance at tho fields, 


bushes, and trees on a dewy morning in 
September will reveal an innumerable 
multitude of wobs spread over tho land- 
scape, all occupied by spiders of various 
ages, sizes and families, and all busy 
destroying tho insect pests of man. 


''There are several sp;;oies of spiders, 


divided into two classes, the sed'entary 
and the wandering spiders. 
To the first 


class belong the orb-weavers, who make 
a circular web; the line-weavers, whoso 


' web is labrintliian; the tube-weavers, 


I who hang their nests on walls and rocks 


or branches of trees, and the tunnel- 


j wunvurs, who live in tunnels cut in the 


earth and having automatic doors in- 
geniously contrived. 
In. the wanderers 


are included tho cetegnules, whose mo- 
tions are rjuick and vivacious; the lateri- 
gi'.ades, who have a queer sideways mo- 
tion, and tho salligrades, who jump and 
dance and vault. 
The dolomode spider 


is a swimmer, and lives on or under 
water. She builds her nest of a detached 
branch of a tree or bush, which she makes 
into a tent. Tlie argiopa fasciapa, or 
banded spider, is a silver yellow and 
black color. 


"Spiders are not sociable creatures. 


They are generally, on the contrary, of 
solitary habits, and are mostly cannibals, 
eating1 each other with great gusto. 
They mate in -the spring and autumn, 
and the mating is often a very trying and 
dangerous time. They reverse tho order 
of nature in ono respect, for the males 
are infinitolv inferior in every respect to 
tl:c females, and tho latter arc well aware 
of the fact. 
Their courtships ai'6 scenes 


of violence, and not of love and pnaco. 
The lady looks with sublime contempt 
upon tho gentleman, and keeps him at a 
distance. He can only approach her by 
stratcgem, and sometimes she nips oft 
one of h!s logs in her anger, and casts 
him adrift a cripple. I have soon poor 
follows who have lost four out of their 
eight legs, anil still they were attracted 
to Uie opposite sex like moths to a candle. 
A spider will never cat her own young, 
but tho males will destroy them" when' 
Ihoy can. 
Tho mother either goes away 


or dies soon after tho hatching of he"r 
eggs, which number about one hundred 
to each nest, and tho little ones are 
thrown upon tho world almost as soon as 
they seo light. There are several vari- 
eties, however, who carry their on-gs in a 
silk pouch until they are hatched"". 
Tho 


tube-weavers sometimes care for their 
j'oung until they arc able to get about, 
anil 1. had a brood of about sixty in my 
yard until the recent rains destroyed 
them. 


Spiders have numerous enemies, and 


much of their clover nest-building is 
designed for protection against these in- 
roads. Toads and birds destroy them 
by the thousand, a liule parasite called 
the ichneumon—asmall fly—lays its eggs 
in the cocoons of tho spider, and when, 
the larva appears it foods first upon tho 
spider's eggs and later on the young 
spiders. 
Orbweavors and liacwcavers 


desert their eggs when laid, and meet 
their offspring, where they live so long, 
as strangers. 
Another bitter enemy of 


tho spider is tho mud-daubing wasp, who 
has a process that might be valuable to 
humanity, if it could bo discovered, of 
keeping a supply of fresh moat. 
When 


they capture a spider that is not needed 
for present use, they sting it in such a 
manner that she lives, but has no power 
to move until such time as tho captor is 
ready to devour her. It is rather a sin- 
gular thing that the wasp in its baby- 
hood feeds on meat, but in its maturity 
eats nothing but the nectar of flowers.1'1 


A Curious Disease. 


One of the most curious and baffling 


of nervous diseases is aphasia, whien 
consists in the loss of power in the sub- 
ject of it to recall certain words, and 
which in serious cases destroys all power 
of expression. 


An eminent French Judge who suffered 


from it would say to his wife, "Give me 
my—dear me! my—you know," and he 
would point to his head. 


"Your hat?11 
"0, yes, ray hat." 
Sometimes, again, ho would ring the 


bell before going out, and say to his ser- 
vant: "Give mo my urn—um—umbrel." 


"Your umbrella?" 
"Yes, my umbrella." 
At this time he exhibited no other 


symptom of diminished intelligence, but 
was in the habit of discussing tho most 
intricate points of law. 
Another invalid 


would substitute the word he desired to 
uso with a periphrase, as for instance, 
when he wanted to mention his "aunt," 
ho would say, "my nearest relative by 
tho mother's side." 


While in tho simpler forms of the dis- 


ease, only a few words are lost by the 
sufferer, in more complicated cases, his 
vocabulary is limited to perhaps not more 
than half-a-dozen words. In one instance 
tho total vocabulary of an aphasic pa- 
lieiit consisted of five- words—"yes,11 
"no," "three," "always," and "helo." 
He

with 


one 
of 
those, 
aud 
though 
when 


questioned concerning a number he 
would invariably say throe; ho would 
give the accurate number by exhibiting 
his fingers. 


The greatest sufferers arc as unable to 


express themselves by writing as by 
speech. They take up the pen eagerly 
in their hands and either scrawl a few 
unintelligible hieroglyphics, or write 
some word wholly different from the ono 
tlmy intend. 


No positive cure for this strange aber- 


ration is known, though the patients 
sometimes recover, and'the most curious 
feature- of it is, no general weakeningof 
liio intellect accompanies it.—Youth's 
Companion.

iVn Interesting; Letter fruiu tlio Chief 


Kugiuecr of the Jlaillsoii Water 


. 
Works. 


When the common council ordered an 


election to .be held to decide the ques- 
tion of building water works in this city 
the Gazette sent letters to^the city clerks 
of several cities in the West, where water 
works have been built, for the purpose of 
obtaining information that would be of 
benefit to our citizens in forming their 
opinions. So far but one answer has 
been received, and as that contains some 
of the information sought, we give it in 
full to our readers: 


MADISON, Wis., Nov. 28, 1882. 


DEAR 
SIR:—Your 
letter 
to 
the 


city clerk of Madison, relating to water 
works, has been handed to mo to answer, 
and it gives me pleasure to write 'you as 
follows: 


Our works, which are built after my 


plans aud under my supervision aro after 
what is known as the stand-pipe system. 
Water is obtained from the earth by 
moans of artesian wells 750 foot deep. 
Work was commenced on them about 
Juno 1st, and tho whole, except the stand 
pipe, will be completed this winter. 
There are 12 miles of mains, 36 fire hy- 
drants aad the maximum pumping ca- 
pacity is 4,030,000 gallons per 24 hours. 


The whole works, not including stand 


pipe, which will coat 5510,000 to $12,000, 
and including tho cost of tho block of 
land upon which the pumping station is 
located, will be from 3100,000 to $102,000. 
i succeeded in obtaining very favorable 
contracts and I doubt if the works, could 
be duplicated for less than $110,000.
